service, and if qunlified, to designate the grade 
on the staff for which his application may lie 
properly considered.

No candi- 
date shall I* required to np|ic-ir liel'orc the 
Commission who has heretofore received a 
certificate of qualification from the United 
States examining Board, or of any one of 
them. This will have a t ery licncfk ial effect 
in improving the medical officer? of our army, 
aud there is improvement needed. 

There w as a t cry interesting delate in the 
House this morning on a bill to compel all 
to take an oath of allegiance. Mr. 
Turner, of Montgomery, and Judge Under- 
wood, of Warren, doubted the ex|iedicncy of 
such action, aud were fearful that it w ould ex- 
asjiente. The latter gentleman was w illing 
to vote for a hill if it w-as not letrosoective. 
and if it did not apply lo the ofct^r? of incor- 
porated colleges, with whom the State had 
made a contract. The venerable gentleman 
in the course of his remarks, told us that he 
had been forty-nine or fifty years engaged in 
the public- service, hut he certainly in that 
long serin* of years has never legislated to tie 
the hand ot a Government by incorporating a 
nursery of treason or a hot lied of crime, w ith- 
ont resert ing the power to crush the treason 
nd punUh the crime.

Let us do it with the utmost energy, leaving 
our brethren on the banks of the Rappahan- 
nock to do theirs in like manner. Let ua at- 
tend first and foremost to tbe duty which be- 
longs to us. Let us not neglect to do our duty 
out of curiosity or anxiety as to bow !h« -y « ill 
do theirs or as to whether they will do theirs 
or not Let not tbe magnitude of their duly 
blind us to tbe urgeucy of our ow n. Let us 
not stand as if spell-bound by tlie partkuhir 
conflict, mighty and eventful though it la-, 
now impending or occurring in the field We 
ourselves have au instant and urgent doty to 
perform. Let us perform it like men, and not 
omit or forget it like children. 

Our duty is nowise dependent on tbe issue of 
the great tattle to w hich the thoughts of all 
aro now intoluntarily turned. The contrary 
rather is true. If our armies win that battle, 
as we confidently believe they must addi- 
tional troops w ill he needed to follow up tbe 
victory ami consummate the overthrow of the 
reUl power; if our armies lose the battle, w hich 
we cannot apprehend, additional troops will of 
course te needed to check the defeat and con* 
vert it at the earliest moment into victory. 
Whatever may be the immediate issue of the 
battle, additional troops w ill be needed, and 
their presence or absence will gottrn mate- 
rially the ultimate result. 

No one w ill suspect us of underrating the 
importance of this buttle, but they who im- 
agine that it involves the fate of the country 
are greatly mistaken. If the rebels kmc it, 
we believe indeed that their guilty cause will 
1* lost; but, if they win it. Ihe cause ol tbe 
country w ill not lie loM. It were aa iiwult to 
God Und a libel on tbe people to suppose tbe 
contrary. 

Tbe cause of the country is under God still 
in the hinds of the people themselves. Let' 
them promptly raise and send into the field 
the additional troops called for by the Govern- 
ment and all others that may be called for 
hereafter, and let them in turn call for wise 
and firm counsel* on the part of the Got ern- 
tn-tit it-elf, and. no matter what may la the 
issue of this buttle or of any other purticubir 
battle, the country w ill lie saved. While the 
people remain true to tbeni>rlie.-, tbe laiise of 
tli< samaaTJ CM never lie lost 

The fate of the country, therefore, ls involved 
in the new let y ruther than in the battle of the 
Rappahannock, though it is not wholly in- 
volved iu either. And the completion of 
the new let y, fellow -citizens of tbe loyal 
States, is our especial duty. Let us per- 
form it as if tbe fate of tbe country were 
wholly involved, as its blood and trea- 
sure in untold degree certainly are. We can- 
not perform it too promptly. 

Let the new levy be pushed forward every, 
where with tbe highest possible leal and en- 
ergy. Henceforth until the levy is completed, 
let every citizen give himself up vigorously to 
tbe w ork of completing it. Throughout tbe 
whole loyal breadth of the nation the business 
of raising troops should be tbe engrossing busi- 
until tbe required number is raised. Let 
all the strength of all the people be put at out • 
"nto the work. And let noliody anywhere 
turn aside from this vital performance idly 
to indulge the luxury of suspense and solicitude 
concerning even the grand shock of arms 
whose echoes tbe whole land and the whole 
globe will lie presently resounding. 

This war is not a mere game, to bo ended by 
a certain victory or by a nrt.nu number of 
es. however brilliant. It is on our part 
a struggle for the life of our country, in which 
w e intend to conquer at all hazards. We will 
accept no ultimate isaue but victory. We caa 
pt no other. So far as we are concerned, 
he only lessou tbe impending battle can teach, 
whatever may lie its immediate issue, is w here 
ami how- to strike next. Whence it deeply 
behooves us to be collecting our energies for the 
•ext laittle iu.-teadof waiting passively for the 
issue of the present one. And we call upon 
every patriot in the land so to exerl himself. 
We must not amid the excitcmont of the mo- 
ment luse sight . I' the true proportions of tbe 
truggle in w hich we are engaged. 

fe^-Vesterday we saw an intelligent and 
patriotic citizen "of Harksville, wbo left that 
place on Sunday morning. It is enough to 
make a man clench his lists to bear his oc- 
i mint of the disgraceful surrender of Clnrks- 
lle and its consequences. He says that 
Johnson and Woodward, as they themselves 
have since declared, had no idea of capturing 
the town when tbey made their dash upon it, 
but hoped simply to !>arn the Government 
tores aud other public property.

The ignomi 
strengthened the rebel band by recruits ia 
Clarksvillc and from the country around, so 
that on Sunday they numbered alwut 500 ai 
avowed a determination to hold the place. 

On Sunday morning, nearly all of thi 
started for Fort Donelson with the intention to 
capture it, leaving only a small guard liehiud 
Our informant felt convinced that they would 
take the fort although garrisoned by a num- 
ber of troops equal to their own, for he savs 
that the men composing the garrison were a 
part of Mason's force, and does not believe that 
officers or soldiers could serve for any length 
of time under such a miscreant without be- 
coming demoralized anil cowardly. We have 
intelligence however that the attack on Fort 
Donelson was mud' and repulsed, and we trust 
that it will prove true. 

After the taking of ClarksviU.-, the guerillas 
fold the Government property, such as wagons, 
provisions. k< .. to the rebel citizens at auction. 
Good, strong wagons were sold at IM apiece, 
and bacon, lour, coffee, Ac, at nominal prices. 
Wc trust that the town will be recaptured this 
week, and that every citizen will then be re- 
quired to instantly return or make good the 
whole of the Qovernment property bought by 
him.

In the House this morning the Senate bill 
abolishing tbe Military Board was taken it p. 
It transfers ail the powers of the Board to the 
Executive, and authorizes the Adjutant- 
General and Quartennaster-Gcucral to appoint 
the requisite clerical force in their depart- 
ment', the numlier of clerks and their salaries 
to be arranged bv the Covernor. The House 
amended by transferring to the Governor all 
tbe powers heretofore delegated to the Military 
Board to borrow nioncv. A motion to recom- 
mit tbe bill, in order to fix the maxi- 
mum of salaries, was rejected by 52 
to 24. In the cdnrsc of tbe de<«t< 
Adjutant-General fiaaat 11 slated that it 
would lie impossible to cany on tbe business 
pertaining to his office and that of Quarter 
master-General with any restriction upon the 
clerieal force. In some departments, especially 
that of the casualties of the war. his office 
wa« three months liehind and he had employed 
all the iivsiUMr f r ". tiiah „nd female, in the 
city. The Legislature had by resolution in- 
structed him to ascertain the place of nativity 
and of residence of every Kentucky volun- 
teer, and that fdpentddrd dilty would impose 
the necessity probably of sending agents to 
each regiment, as it seemed impossible to get 
the information by other means. The bill 
was passed without a dissenting vote— a high 
compliment to the lofty integrity and patriot- 
ism of James F. Robinson, tbe Acting-Gover- 
nor of the State. 

Mr. Underwood, from the Committee ou 
Military Affairs, reported l-ack the bill to raise 
a State force often thousand men, with amend 
ments, which makes it optional with tbe Gov- 
ernor to call tbem out and not obligatory u|«on 
him. By this bill a company of one hundred 
men may lie raised in each Kepresetative dis- 
trict, aad these' com (mines are to l>e formed in- 
to regiments as the law may designate. These 
companies are to constitute a |«ilice guard iu 
their luialilie* and aid the Brrfl authorities 
in executing tbe laws, or la- emj loved in force 
under executive orders. Mr. Rousseau, of 
Metcalfe, proposed BJ a ? ubstitutc for the bill 
another, directiug the Governor forthwith by 
proclamation to call into service three volun- 
teer regiment*, either cavalry or mounted in- 
fantry, for twelve months. Ka«.h regiment to

titute was rejected— 4 5 to 2.">. Mr. Taylor of- 
ered an amendment to th» original bill, 
lUthoriring the Governor, if in bit 
opinion the public safety demands it, to 
scire and press into *en ice w hatever 
may be required, taking care that a valuation 
shall be made and receipts given therefor. 
Mr. Underwood did not approve this amend- 
ment, as be thought tbe Governor could make 
contracts with patriotic citizens without bring- 
ing ujion the Slate the odium of seizure.

ure in the bill, and instancc-d the order given 
'.o Col. Jacob to move hi- regiment on Sunday 
roui this city by a forced march to Madison 
county, to meet marauders. How could that 
order be BVBMa unless horses and other requi- 
site materialis were instantly obtained? Mr. 
Finnell sup]>ortcd the amendment in some 
very forcible remarks. He said that though 
the Governor evidently has the po«er with- 
out this bill it w ould be la?ttcr to have it in- 
serted. Contracts for these purposes cannot 
I* made in some locations, and if Federal offi- 
cers stop to make contracts, all maraude r.- will 
be pursued iu vain. The plain question in- 
volved is whether w e w ill permit marauders 
to enter the State at pleasure and .-teal all they 
want, or wc shall take measures to prevent 
>uch raids by taking the requisite- property 
means, w ith the assurance of full c ompensa- 
tion. The rebels move unincumbered with 
laggage, and in consequence w ith great celer- 
ity, and if our armies are to lie supplied by 
vast and uuw ieldy baggage-trains, they can 
never catch up with them. I am glad that the 
House, by a vote of fifty-four to twenty-one, 
sustained these views and the amendment of 
Mr. Taylor. Mr. Finnell projwsed to amend 
the l«ll by making the pay tbe same as in tbe 
Federal army, except the non-commissioned 
officers and privates, who are- to receive $18 
a month insteael of *13. This w as op|iosed by 
Meatr*. Under* ood and B. Clay. The origin-

This amendment was rejected by 
a vote of forty-three to thirty-six. notwith- 
standing an eloquent appeal' in its tjatf 
by its originator. The soldiers called into 
tbe service of tbe State are not put on an equal 
footing with those in the Federal pay; the lat- 
ter obtain three dollars and a half monthly as 
c ommutation for e lothing and are transported 
without expense from their plai e of enlistment 
to their regiments and to the ir homes when 
discharged. While our State troops thus re- 
ceive less |>ay they do not subject themselves lo 
any less dange r, and Kentucky should be lib- 
eral to ber volunteers without stint, and not 
put them in a position to la- stigmatized a- Imll- 
pay soldiers. Kentucky should adopt no nig- 
gard policy — she should fa? ready to expend her 
last dollar on those w ho are w tiling to expend 

their last drop of l-i I in her defence. She 

should lie BBBBBa% in ber provisions lor their 
comfort and that of their dependent families 
left behind. Cold charity is but poor food tor 
the thousand* of wives aud children who are 
now appealing everywhere for aid. and even 
tbe Feeieral allotment system has proved inad- 
equate. There is no one probabiy in the Leg- 
islature who propose* to enlist as a private sol- 
dier, but many will lie happy to serve as offi- 
cers with liberal salaries, and it seems hard, 
therefore, that a beggarly pittance should be 
doled out to the patriots who fill our ranks. 
Mr. Turner moved to lay the bill and all its 
amendment.- on the table, but this was nega- 
tired. Yarious other propositions were made 
and rejected, for there are four distinct 
opinions in the House — one wants the 
bill as reported from the Committee, the sec- 
ond want* a State army of three thousand 
to b* organited and kept in pay, the third 
want; all defence to be left to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and tba fourth wants to do pothing

The enemy were teen aliout 
Patterson's, two and a half miles south, and 
some dotcn shell;- were thro* n amongst them.

Kichbonp. Aug. 24, 18C2. 
I have had stirring times since I left Lexing- 
ton. Yesterday, nbont one o'clock, BIT pick- 
ets were driven in from the top of Big Hill, 
about fifteen miles from Richmond, to my camp 
Ban* the foot of the hill. I immediately called 
out nil the men 1 could call together— numlier- 
ing about tour hundred — and starte-d for the 
snimit. When near our destination, wc dis- 
mounted, and made the attack on foot upon 
the enemv, who were posted af-oilt 400 yards 
lievond the top. 

One company, commanded by Captain Ber- 
ry . hail gone forward, but returned to the top, 
several men being killed, and Colonel Berry 
having had two horses shot under him! We 
then moved forward on foot amid a show er 
of bullets ami shells, which, so terrified my 
racv, Undl.-i Iplincd recruits, that I could not 
bring more than one hundred of thettl in 
of the enemy. The great majority, I am sorry 
to say, mounted their horses and tied, without 
even getting a look at the foe. It was impos- 
sible to rall y them, and they continued their 
flight to some distant e north of Kichmoud. and 
were only checked bv meeting the brigade un- 
der Colonel Link, who com|>ellis| fhejii to re- 
turn to Kithmou'l, where they now are. 

The brave lioys « bo did their duty were 
sacrificed through these cowards; for I have- 
no hesitation in saying that if the hitter had 
o'ieye-il my orders the retals w ould have la-en 
ned as they were the huu- 
e enemy lor an hour and a 
half, and cora|-ellc-d them to full hack. Mv men 
BMH frightened by the shells, but I do uot 
think a single |- t-m was killed by them, or a 
wound received, except n slight one on my 
hand, from a shell which exploded within a few 
feet, enveloping me completely iu siiloke and 
dust. 

Fifty men will i-over our loss in killed, 
wounded, and prisoners, ten men laniig killed. 
We killed twenty-live of the retad*. 

I have Wn holding the enemy in I heck for 
four days, though their forces are greatly su- 
perior to mine, and are- posted on Isuth sides of 
me, less than fourteeu miles distant, and raav 
eaeh attack me at anv hour. I had deter- 
mined, however, to fight before giving up the 
advanced |a>sition I then held, hoping that re- 
inforcements, forage, and provisions would ar- 
rive. During the four days my horses had 
been fed with corn but twice. The country 
south of Big Mill is entirely destitute, and sub- 
sistence for cavalrv must be sent from Lexing- 
ton. To --pi-It one cavalry regiment at the 
Gap one hundred wagons will be required. 

I had a narrow escape. Shortly after the 
above encounter, while w ith Col. t'tden, >ome 
distance liehind our men, u hundred rc la?ls 
dashed dow n the road after us. Fortunately I 
had placed al>out two hundred Tennessee in- 
fantry in t lie Inches on the road-ide. who fired 
on the enemy as they were seizing us. Seve- 
ral of them were killed and wounded, the 
rest driven back, and we saved. At the time 
the Tennesseeans fired there was not a man of 
my regiment in sight. In company with my 
deliverers I hastened to the camp, where "l 
found alnuit two hundred men. and tried to 
rally them. The enemy appeared again in 
five or ten minutes, u ben my force ran |a.'ll- 
mrll at the first tire. The Trnnesseean*, 
however, -bowed good courage, and checked 
the rela-1 approach, killing several by their 
well-direete-d fire. 

Tbey alMi baik some prisoners, who say that 
their command consisted of two regiments of 
cavalry, having oue battery of three pieces of 
eartitotf. Tb"v were reported to number «l>out 
1,200 men. 

Tin odds were lenrhil— twelve lo on*. Ban I 
was determined to have a fight, and would 
not le>ave my position unless driven from it. 
I think we did exceedingly well under the 
circumstances. 

The enemy pursued us to this place, where 
we arrived about ten o'clock. Shortly after 
they sent in a flag of truce, demanding an 
unceinditional surrender of myself and the 
town. I replied that I would not surrender, 
abd would tight it out. I sent their flag-bearer 
out of town, and immediately despatched ruii- 
nersonton the Lexington road to ha-ten I ol 
Link, who was upproaehing from that direc- 
tion. He arrived afiout 12 o'clock with reiu- 
forcement-, and the enemv concluded to |>ost- 
pone their attack, and to-dav retreated.

Danville, August 26, 1802. 
The Home Guards of this place were in- 
formed by couriers last night that between two 
and three hundred recruits for tbe guerilla 
bands now infesting tbe mountain districts had 
p.is.-ed through Parksville, seven miles from 
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Louisiana Cavalry, bv the Stanford road, which 

interserts the Danville and Huston ville pike 
some six miles south of this place. About 
thirtv-six men immediately armed and mount- 
ed themselves, and left, under command of 
Capt. Al. Chiles, determine 1 to harass, if they 
could not defeat them. 

At a short distance down the Standford road 
they captured a straggler of the rebel l«and, 
w ho told them that the whole force \ras en- 
cam|M-d about a mile from then- in the yard of 
John Shelby, Esq.. a staunch I'nion man. 
Capt. Chiles then dismounted Ins men and 
iimn lied them iu admirable order to (he ave- 
nue leading to Mr. Shelby's house. He there 
divided them, giving I'. S. Marshal Sliced 
command of one squad, he u-taining com- 
mand of the other. Orders were heard being 
BaaBBlhj the rebel officer , whseh BBBBOBBBB 
that they were anticipating the aft. u k The 
two squids tired simultaneously, which the 
relicts returned, and then, as we were this 
morning inlbrmed. retreated into the house 
und in the rear of it, saving they \\ ere sur- 
rounded bv four hundred cavalry, which Ihey 
thought had be-e-n pursuing them for two days. 
Capt. Chiles then ordered his men to "take 
trees," and a rambling tire was carried on as 
long as the rebel- returned it which thev ,||,| j n 
poor style. 

The vasttr inferior force of Capt. Chiles and 
the almost ini|a>netrabte darkness would not 
permit of his advancing to the house — he uot 
being aware of the fright and confusion of the 
enemv. Had he know n the panic a hich pre- 
vailed among them he might easily have cap- 
tured the whole party, but, acting with that 
caution in the face- of a force over five time- it- 
great as his own « hich should characterize mil- 
itary leader.-, he withdrew his little band with 
out the loss of a tlroii of blood. One of his 
men. however— Mr. John Durham— wa- -light- 
ly « oiiiidcil by his pickets. He had la-en BBB- 
arated from the main body and they mi-took 
him for a rebel. In the meantime a la>lv of 
Home (Juards from Harrodsburg, about fifteen 
men commanded by- Capt. Jack Mann, hail 
gone to this |w»iiit for the puriKise of attacking 
the re-lKjls, Ihey uot knon iug of Caiit. Chiles's 
intentions nor he of theirs. They had a skir- 
mish with the rebels lieftirc Capt. Chiles s EOBB- 
BBBTf arrived nt the sc ene of action, and then 
retired to this place. 

dipt. Chiles afterwards made his attack, not 
having see n or heard of Capt. Mann. < >ne of 
Capt. Mann's |«rt y — Mr. James Petty, of Har- 
loclsburg— was shot and killed through mis- 
take bv one of Capt. Chiles s pickets. The 
HatTocfsburg squad arrived hereabout dawn, 
and. living Unable to give any information of 
("apt. Chiles or his men. ami none of them 
having arrived, six or eight men, including 
your corrcs|H>ndent, immediately started to as- 
certain their fate. When we arrived at Mr. 
Shelby's w e found about thirty horses belong- 
ing lo the re-lads in the yard, three rela-ls dead, 
twelve wounded, and thirteen who wcreable- 
laidicd anil armed, but who surrendered w ith- 
out resistance, ('apt. Chile.- s company bad 
not Ik-ch nt the house, but w e leurued from a 
member of it that they had gone to Dan- 
ville la-fore day. The'maiii body of the 
reliels had left about dawn for Stan- 
ford. We secured the prisoners and horses 
and sent the former with an e.'e,,rt of honor ( f) 
to General Smith s headquarters at Kcntm kv 
river. The horses will lie li tt to OanV Boyle's 
disposal. The BaVBBJ SUaalfBflMB comprising 
the at'on -aid rela-llious bind were rude, uu- 
coitth representatives of Henry, Nelson, Old- 
ham, and one or two other counties. One 
Lieutenant Alston, of Morgan - < /nrn/n. A. r.- 
tl'tilert, commanded the BflrAr, who, the 
■aUBBaWI said, proved him.-elf the reverse of 
Miles Stamlish — B "man Bjf words, not of ac- 
tions," aiveand except his remarkable celerity 
in skedaddling. 

This gallant band of searchers-after-thcir- 
rights. w ho were throw u into imqiuMblc con- 
fusion by a force ouis-bfth their ow n. aud who 
lost three in killed, twelve in wounded, seven- 
teen in prisoners (including stragglers taken 
up), and thirty horses, were armed w ith re- 
volvers, shot-guns, and Kentucky rifle-. 

The foregoing statement I knoir to Bfl trite 
and reliable. I feel that a grateful people will 
award to Capt. Chiles and his breve- comrades 
that praise w hich their pillantry so eminently 
de-st rves. W.

John Morgan, whatever his fighting quali- 
ties may or may not be, is a very weak- 
minded man. He says that tbe conduct of 
th« ugents of the Federal Government in 
forc ing his friends to pay for his acts violates 
all the law n of civilized nations. Let us see 
how this is. The policy or the C. S. agents 
i:- to compel private rtbrl citizens to make in- 
demnification where Morgan depredates upon 
the property of private loyal citizens. Now

If, 
while the chief portions of Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia, the whole of Maryland, und 
virtually the whole of Missouri, arc in our 
power, and w hile our armies are occupying 
most of the principal cities of the South and 
arc aJhrnB) to occupy the rest, the guerillas or 
any other sort of reta-ls think fit to undertake 
to bully the United States Government at the 
confiscation game, they must la; the biggest 
tools oti the face of the habitable globe. 

The Last Affaib at Gallstix. — We pub- 
lish, in another column, Gen. B. W. Johnson's 
official report of his late fight with John Mor- 
gan s guerillas at Gallatin. We have read it, 
as all our friends will, with intense pain and 
deep mortification. It is much such u story as 
tbe gallant Col. Metcalfe had to tell in bis let- 
ter that w e published yestenlay. 

We have been all along under tbe impression 
that the Federal troops at Gallatin fought with 
distinguished bravery, yielding only to the 
force of overwhelming numbers. But in this 
w e have la-en mistaken. By far tbe greater part 
of the officers and soldiers disgraced themselves 
to the ht-t degree. They acted like Iwse cow- 
ards. Tbey covered themselves all over with 
shame. No thought of w bat was due to their 
own names, to the character of their cbivalric 
Crneral. to the renow n of their respectivs 
States, mid to their glorious old Hag and the 
holy cuiLse in which it waves, could nerve and 
brae- them to stand up like men la-fore ths 
despoirers of oor land. Tbey ran like deer, 
like bares, like SaanB> like a herd of fright. 
• m-d cows, and no voice of encouragement or 
entreaty could rally them. 

If these meu had liee-n raw and undisci- 
plined recruits, just mustered into service- 
their conduct, though still infamous, w ould 
have been less surprising. But tbey wen- not. 
Fur otherwise. They bad lieen iu the service 
nine and twelve months, impaticut and pant- 
ing all flic w bile, as they pretended, for a 
fight. They were well .lulled in all military 
iniinu'iivri's and accustomed to thoughts of 
w ar. Whether it was absoluU- personal pol- 
troonery or 1 line miserable and unaccountable 
pant- that prompted their saanclalous conduct, 
ot course we know not. But they should 
tuffer the [anally of their tuott injurious 
crime. The example of their punishment 
should be made n full offset to the example of 
their cowardice. Tbey deserve, if not hung 
or shot, to have their military coats and their 
very shirts and even the legs of their breeches 
torn from them, and to be kicked tint before 
the public, a spectacle to excite the world's 
derision and mockery. 

But w e will say bo more u|ion this revoltins: 
theme. It makes us tick ut heart and stomiu b 
At the head of fightiav men. Gen. Johnson 
w ould have put an enj to Morgan s career of 
robbery. But he led things w ith white livers, 
and the guerilla chieftain is exulting in 
victory. 

Btjf- Very many of the States, and indeed 
nearly all of them, have shown the noblest 
jiatrioti.sm in their responses to the call of the 
Government for soldiers. Wc know mut which 
of them, thus far. ho*donela»t. Illinois stands 
exceedingly prominent. TheNewYc'rk Pe»t 
says, that, under the former calls, she has al- 
ready sent to the field seventy thousand men 
— one soldier to every twenty-five of her en- 
tire population. Their services the country 
honors. Their heroism will Ik* remembered as 
long as Itelmont. Fort Donelson and Shiloh 
have a place in our national history. Under 
the bite call for three hundred thousand volun- 
teers tbe quota of the State is something more 
than twenty-seven thousand. 

It was thought by her leading men that a 
draft would la- necessary ; but we see in the 
Chicago Tribune a letter from the Adjutant- 
General at Springfield, in which the extraor- 
dinary statement is made that already forty- 
five thousand men— new recruit* — are in 
camp, and that by the 22d instant (the letter 
w as ei ritten several days ago) thi.-* number 
would l>e swelled to fifty thousand fightiag 
men, putting up the number of soldiers that. 
Illinois has sent and is now sending to tbe de- 
fence of the great cause- to one hundred and 
twenty thousand men— a dram of one soldier 
to every fourteen of the whole popiilatiori, 
men. women, and children included! Ye*i the 
State is c lamoring for n draft to fill up >Be 
shattered regiments upon w hich sickness, cfc- 
sertion, and death have done their w ork! 

It must not lie forgotten that while Illinois 
is making such efforts she has within her bor- 
der a larger pnqiortionate dislnval population 
than any other free State. There are locu- 
tions in it w here the n-he 1 flag has lieen flying 
w ithin the month post, and where a citizen' * 
personal safety w ould lie endangered bv an 
ardent advocacy of the Union cause. It is 
thought at Washington and Springfield that 
there are in Illinois not less than seven hun- 
dred treasonable societies based upon some 
modification of the plan upon which the 
Knights of the Golden Circle built. Yet how- 
harmless they prove themselves before that 
overwhelming populur sentiment which soys 
that the Uniou shall he preserved! 

^Correspondents at St Augustine repre- 
sent the women of that city as furious rebels, 
though fed and kept alive by the rations dis- 
tributed by the Federal Government. It 
might la- well to stop their rations for a little 
while.

The GrrajM-A WaBfASK rr the T«sa*s- 
s«— Tbk DBSTRrcTBBV or Boat- - The 
learner Lancaster N'0.,4 received orders at fjb- 
lambus on Sunday, the 17th inst . to mate a 
trip up the Tennessee for sick and wounded 
wither*. A correspondent, who wa* 00 board, 
furnishes us the following memoranda We 
entered the Tennessee on Monday morning 



when it became too dark to run further, and we 
tied up to an island for the night. On Tues- 
day morning we again beaded up stream and 
had ran but a short distance when we met a 
barge loaded with government stores floating 
down the river. We made the barge fast 
to our boat and again started on up the 
river, hot had ran but a little distance when 
we met another barge similarly freighted, also 
a large quantity of flour floating in the stream. 
We tied the barges up Wilie's Landing, and 
informed the people that tbey would be held 
responsible for their safety. We learned there 
from two men. representing tbem.-elves as the 
carpenter and steward of the steamer Skylark, 
that the steamers Skylark and Callie had 
been raptured by the guerillas, who, after they 
had taken all the valuable things out of them f 
burned laith boats, notn ithstanding Ihey were 
informed that the floats were private property. 
The crews of both steamers were forced to 
take an oath not to take up arms against tbe 
Southern Confederacy. 

We learned the position of the rebels from 
these two men, and prepared to start up the 
river again, when, to onr astonishment, la>th 
)f our pilots had deserted ns. notwithstanding 
tbey had been offered all the protection for the 
pilot house they wished. Plae-cd in this most 
unpleasant po-ition, one hnndrd and twenty 
miles up the Tennessee, snrronnded by gueril- 
las and no pilots, we hardly knew what to do. 
But our clerk finally concluded he could pilot 
us slowly up the river to where the boat3 were 
ned and we could probably obtain one of 
the pilots from those boats. Wc met aboat 
twenty-five of the officers and passengers of 
tbe Skylark in a yawl on their way down the 
river. Amongst this crowd we found the pilot 
of the Skylark and secured bis services. 

At this place our mate, who was then acting 
captain, refused to run the boat any further 
unless we returned to Fort Hieman aad ob- 
tain a squad of soldiers. We therefore 
turned the boat around and returned to Fort 
Hiemao. We heard at this plate that I 'larkv 
ville was captured and Fort Donelson invested. 
We remained at Fort Hieman two days ferry 
ing troops across to Fort Henry, when we 
again started up the Tennesjee. W'e ran up 
to the Duck river "hoaLs. where we found the 
William Terry, with the guns and crew of the 
gunboat Robb on board. She had passed np 
the river the evening before we pieked np the 
barges, and had been fired into by the rebels, 
who were then on board the Skylark, where- 
upon she cut her barges loose and pitched her 
freight overboard, in order that she might 
escape capture. We remained here until next 
morning, when we found we could not get 
over the Duck river bar, and had to abandon 
our trip up to Pittsburg Landing. We then 
returned down the river, and with great diffi- 
culty mode onr way up to Louisville, where 
we arrived on Tuesday evening. 

We found the people of Jfewburg and vicin 
ity very mucb excited 00 account of a report 
that Johnson had crossed tbe river w ith two 
or three hundred reliel cavalrv .

LETTER FROM CUMBERLAND BRIDGE. 

Canr OMMM Bbidob, ) 
Near Lam-aster. Aug. 24. mi. | 
Yesterday morning our whole regiment (the 
3th Pennsylvania Cavalrv. led bv Gen. Smith 
and Col. Williams i marihed from Crab Or- 
chard to drive the rebels from Mount Vernon, 
as they would net come on to attack as with 
their superior force. They bad no pickets 
out along the road, and tbe messages delivered 
to us by all tbe tanners on the road near 
Mount Vernon were that they were drawn Bp 
in line of battle in an advantageous position 
to await our attack. Oar advance guard of 
two companies marched into and beyond the 
town and found no enemy, but found one of 
the men. shot yesterday, dead, and one 
wounded, and a soldier left in charge of bim. 
We t«roled the soldier. 

We were told that Gen. Scott had man lied 
iast before we came by a side road to Crab 
t trrbard to attack as in flank and take tbe 
town: believing tbe tale, we insUntly coun- 
termarched thirteen miles for the defence of 
the town, tin arriving in Crab tin hard there 
were no signs of tbe enemy, but reports ar- 
rived that be was waiting 'to make a night 
attack All preparation- were mad" to give 
him a pwrfic»/«rijr nra reception. A de- 
spatch arrived ia tbe night from Richmond 
(hat Scott had attacked aad muted Metcalfe 
Kentucky cavalry, and that Metcalfe s routed 
seen were crowding iato Richmond at sunset 
Wa at ooee mounted and marched in tbe night 
to Lancaster, arriving at daybreak, for the 
double purpose (as I understood) of meeting 
artillery marching to join its. and to keep on 
the flank of the enentv et Richmond. After 
feeding the hungry horses and more hungrv 
men. end no artillery appearing, we took up 
our libe df inarch " towards WichoUsville. 
When our artillery Was said to hare arrived, 
we were met on the war bv a despatch or- 
dering us. as I understand, to the defence of 
tlie beautiful and costlv bridge spanning the 
at this place.

It 
hurts no one to take such an oath, and this 
bill strikes at a class of men with no disres- 
pect, it only places them on an equality with 
other citixen-. When ministers forget tbe 
sacred character of their mission of peace 
will the tendering of an oath infuse addition- 
al bitterness into their hearts or t»nrhingj ' Ha 
who prearbes «erlilinn Igmjtl HU tfissioH bf 
l>cace on earth and good will to ali men. flic 
Senator exposed the demagogue ism of the u-e 
of the word " anti-Lincolnite ' in the veto. 
There was no stigma on living a Limolnite, 
for the President - conrse in offii-e challenged 
•«e strips', iiiruligfttloh hi M -.ore of r««: 
sLstency, |atriotism, and conservatism. Wc 
had no share in electing him. but he has 
proved himself equal to the emergency of this 
rebellion, and has won the respect of erery 
loyal man in the nation. The Senator argued 
the message at length, and was replied to by 
Senator Reed, who object*-! t« the bill l*eau«» 
it was retrospective in its operation?, and out- 
lawed any minister who might have erred but 
had become repentant. The object of the bill 
is. of course, to prevent the preaching of treason 
but it does not effect it. Ministers may occupy 
their pulpits without taking the oath, though 
ther mav not solemnize marriage The Senator 
WM he had differed in opinion upon these sub- 
jects from others, and had been stigmatized as 
a synrpathlfar «"it»1 rer*llloH in cOhseqdch.t 
thereof, but older and wiser men than be had 
also been thus stigmatized — the venerable 
Crittenden, as an example — and yet his loy- 
alty and his devotion to tbe Pnion as it was, 
and tbe Constitution as it is, are undoubted. 
If disloyal ministers are to be restrained, let 
u- strike at their ministerial functions in the 
pulpit, and not at the little privilege of mak- 
ing a few marriage fees. 

Senator Speed said some manifestation bad 
to be given by every persuasion that he would 
"render Unto God the things which are God s ' 
—•an evidence of loyalty to God— and now lei 
9- demand alsn that be shall "render utrto 
Cesar the things which are CVsar's." We 
have principle and atttlioritv for imposing this 
oath. The veto called it a "test with. - using 
an odious term to make the bill odiotts. Out 
Constitution prohibit? rnidisters from octtipt- 
ing seats in the General Assembly; from their 
want of worldly experience and their greal 
worldly influence, with" their mere closet oN 
srrvation of life, they can do great harm. Mar- 
riage is solemnized tinder the statute law of 
tlie State, arid be Who exercises the authoriiv 
■ an official of the State, and should take th^ 
same oath that every other official is compelled 
to do. As to the retroactive operation of the 
bill, Mr. Speed thought if ministers so far un- 
frocked tbeaaaelves. or forgot their duty as re- 
ligionists to stand by their Government, ther 
ought not to exercise their functions in the 
future. He was milling to forgive them, if 
repentant, as citizens, but he could not trust 
any one who had been derelict of the principles 
of tbe Bible to preach its gos|iel. The 
oath abnegates active participation in 
rebellion in the past, but has a broader 
scope in the future. Much had la?en said of 
forgiveness; be was not for straining the di- 
vine quality of mercy, lut tin great Architect 
who is all mercy is also terrible in his punish- 
ment of sinners. Ministers are exempt fiorn 
military service by virtue of their functions, 
and it was tbe duty of the Legislature to take 
care that we were not favoring traitors. Tbe 
vote was then taken on the bill and the Gov. 
ernor s veto a as sustained 17 yeas, 0 nays. 
Senator Dellaven and Goodloc, in consequence 
of the retroactive feature of the bill, voting 
with the Senators a ho yesterday opposed tbe 
bill imposing an oath of allegiance on the 
leathers. The same bill will undoubtedly be 
passed striking out this retroactive clause. 

Tlie House bill to rai-e a Suite force of ten 
thousand men was taken up. Senator Whita- 
ker objected to it Wan-e it made a different 
organization from the State militia law ; that 
it would .ost eight or ten millions annnallv. 
and that the re-enactment of the State Guard 
law. with some modifications Would raise a 
force which could effetlively co-op«<rate with 
the Ke.l. ral fortes and l>e receired into the pay 
of tbe General Government. Senator Good- 
loe replied that there was nothing mandatory 
n the bill, that it was left to the discretion of 
Governor to tarry it out in case of emer- 
gency, and that it provided for a more expedl- 
ioii- organization than .ould In. obtained un- 
der the militia or the State Guard law. The 
bill was discussed at length by Senator Reed 
against it and Senator Speed in its tavor. The 
former regarded the power given the Governor 
to appoint a Brigadier-t General to be in con- 
t with thr constitution, Imt the latter ex- 
plained that the bill was not a militia bill, but 
one to raise a State force or army. Witliou' 
any definite action the Senate took a recess 
until four o'clock this afternoon, but, before 
hat. Senator Bruner. under a suspension of 
the rules, re|>orted a bill to prov ide that minis- 
ters should, U fore solemnizing the rite of mar- 
riage, take an oath of allegiance. This ob- 
tained the assent of twenty Senators, and was 
nt to the House for its concurrem-e. 
The Houj-c of Representatives vindicated its 
dignity this morning by the expul.-ion of Da- 
ld P. Moy, member from Pike and Letcher. 
It was in eridem-e liefore the select committee 
that he had given personal aid and verba! com- 
fort to tbe rebellion. When Gen. Nelson was 
in that section of the State last year, May. 
with other secession syni|uithizcr?. retired into 
Virginia and reniaiued there until the Federal 
forces were a ithdrawn.

Tin; Position in Kentickv.— It is idle to 
deny that danger is imminent to Kentucky. 
On Friday the uudi-ciplined troops who were 
on the line tow urds Cumberland Gup met the 
enemy and drove them liack several miles. 
On Saturday the rebels w ere largely reinforced 
and our raw levies could not resist their im- 
petuous assaults. A line of Indie was formed 
e r y iu the day, and they resisted gallantly 
until overpow ered by superior numbers at tw o 
o'lock. They then retired aud re-lormed in 
battle array at balf-|m-t two, but, unfortu- 
nately, at an early jariod after this General 
Nel-on was ^ot in the groin and compelled to 
leave lhe field, and great disorder ensued. Gur 
forcc- fell back with a loss of pal to IV) killed 
and a'aiut two hundred uinl fifty v. ounded. 
Colonel Warner, ot the Eighteenth Kentucky, 
and Colonel Toppin. of the Seventy-first In- 
diana, were killed. The rebels have passed 
the Kentucky river, and we learn that our only 
battery of six guns was captured by a force 
e-timatcd at eighteen thousand under General 
Churchw ell. General Nelson's comniiuid did 
not exceed seven thousand, and every man 
fought gallantly until compelled to retire be- 
fore ovcrw helming numbers. 

Fears are naturally entertained for the safety 
of Lexington, but wc do not des|Mir of an 
effective resistance iu defence of that city. 
We are not prepared to .-tate what its efficient 
means of resistance may to-, but we have good 
grounds to ho|ie that the reliels have prosccu- 
BMl their raid IfM our territory to the extent 
of their ability. They certainly must be un- 
supplied with provision aud forage, and it 
seems imjaissible that they can >v aide to sub- 
sist an army iu a country which fins been 
completely devastated. 

By telegraph from Cincinnati we learu that 
ou Friday our cavalry w ere driven in. when 
(sap. Mausun, w ith the U'Jth aud 71-t Indiana, 
moved up and com|a-lled the enemy to retreat 
under afire of shells. They retreated tteyond 
Rogersville, leaving one gun behind, and 
Manson bivouacked on the field. On Saturday 
our forces advanced w ith two regiments and 
four guns, and coming up with the er.emv an 
Artillery fight t>cgan w ith heavy loss on both 
dcs. The enemy attempted to turn our right 
ank, aud sharp skirmishing occurred. The 
t.'Jth Indiana advanced through a dense fire 
of shot nnd shell to the relief of the 
skirmishers and liehaved like veterans, but the 
rebels finally fumed our left flank and ad- 
vanced in full lone on our column. A retreat 
then ordered, and our troops fell Imck 
three miles, and rc-foruied on high hills, with 
tillery iu position on the right and left flanks. 
The cannonading recommenced aud w as kept 
ip briskly for some time on lioth sides. After 
fighting about two hours, the enemy advanced 
our right flank, uuder cover of dense woods, 
1 succeeded in turning it. A retreat imme- 
diately commenced to the original camping 
ground, and, after great efforts, Gen. Nelson 
succeeded, iu rallying the men ami forming 
another line of battle. By this time our ar- 
illery ammunition was nearly exhausted, and 
some guns wen- left without a man to work 
them, nil hiwing tx-en killed or wounded. 

Gen. Nelson's wound was in the groin by 
niu-ket lwll. which was extracted, ami we 
hoja' that it will not prove dangerous, as we 
learn that no prinei|ail arteries were touched 
He was conveyed to Cincinnati, and has the 
services of his eminent surgical chief of staff. 
The forces engaged on our side were the 
Ninety-fifth Ohio, and the Twelfth, Tenth, 
Sixty-sixth,Sixty-ninth. and Seventy-fir>t In- 
wilh Mun lav s and Metcalfe s cavalry 
Major Kunkle, of the Seventieth Indiana, was 
killed. Gen. Wright left Cincinnati on Fri 
lay night for tbe field of action, ami Colons 
Wallace left la-t night to join him. while a 
large Mas*** of regiments are en route for 
Lexington.

Unr. Porta IUthkat -Why and How it 
was M Atis.— The Culpepper ■correspondent of 
the New Torfc Tribune gives tile follow ing 
particulars of Ucn.

Before the start, Uie U-t had 
j«— ed headquarters, but only lo crowd to- 
gether in confusion in the dnrkneds, and blind- 
ly grope their way over new made roads in 
the fields. Bivouac fires were burning every- 
where; the night was clear, the starlight bril- 
liant, and not long after twelve the moon came 
up; but there is a blending of light and Fhadr 
on countless strange scenes which makes 
everything indistinct and mysterious makes 
it easy to lose one's way, and almost impossi- 
ble to" find if. So the endless trains mmlc 
little progress iu the rear, and only giivc 
atwawat of a worse condition in front. Tin- 
(ieneral took charge in perMin, and his ener- 
getic efforts soon started the loitering wagons, 
and as he overtook successiv I trains, put every 
one quickly in motion. 

There are no troorrt on the road at first.

there are only three thousand trocqis; that the 
whole rebel force, from one hundred and fifty 
o one hundred and seventy-five thousand 
trong, is marching on Washington, is B lthin 
went v miles or less of Gen. Poja?, and hopes 
to flank and destroy his nrmy. Long Isrforc 
this can be read at the North, it will I* known 
iu every village that Washington is again 
threatened bv the advance of a relwl army, 
and that its fate is a question of days. If Mc- 
Clclbiii has sent forward his troo|w for once 
rapidlv, if the North has sent them, if thev 
meet ins on the Rnpiwhannot k, if we can gath- 
er three-fourths of the rebel strength, then 
safety nnd victory. But if not? 

Arriving at OaJaaBBar, Gen l\>|* found its 
streets crowded worse than the roads, and nl- 
mo-t tin whole transportation of the army in 
danger of bSjlBg i linked anil delayed until it 
rawfl only lav saved by lire. The first trouble 
was in front. Hiding out he started the lead 
ing trains, started every one as he returned, 
ordered all hesitating or injured wagons into 
the fields, cleared the whole road, anil returned 
to town. Taking his station on the court- 
house corner, where the trains were to div ide, 
he -pi ut the rest of the night with hit staff, 
bringing order out of confusion, urging for- 
wanl every train, addressing drivers, wagon- 
masters, quartermasters, and every one else, 
with a certain discretion or force of Bnajnca 
which nola>ly could mistake or disobey.

I have only a moment for these hurried liru 
which I hope to send by an early train th 
morning.

but the passage of the train* was so much de- 
layed that it will not be attcmiiteil. The corps

Nearly two thousand are slid to hnvelaren 
captured and alajnt four hundred killed and 
B ounded. The enemy ha v ing failed in this, 
now hurled their forces with impetuosity and 
strive to outflank Sigel by crossing at French s 
Ford, but General Pope orders up Banks and 
Reno to aid Sigel, nnd the enemy is again re- 
pulsed and moves higher up the river.

Foreign tirrice, Losoox, July 26. 
Sir: I have left hitherto unanswered the de- 
spatch of Mr. Seward which Mr. A lums ileliv- 
ered more than a month ago. I hav e doue ea 
partly la-cau-e the uiilitary events referred to 
in it were, in the opinion of Her Majesty's 
liovernment. far from I* ing decant e, ami 
partly liecause there was no prt'|"jsal in il ui>jii 
which Her Majesty's llovernmeut iv.^ cullctl 
upon to come to any conclusion. 

Events «iil>se<(uent to the date of Mr. Sew- 
ard's letter have shown that her Majesty stiov- 
rrnmcnt in its opinion uu the first of these 
points w as not mi-taken. TlCaWltt hart la-en 
gained, re' erse- h.iri- followetl, positiona hnv* 
been reached in tbe near ncighlairhood of the 
Capital of the Confederates, aud these |Kx>itions 
have heen again ubandoiietl. These event* 
have been accompanied by great loss of life in 
battle and in the hospitals. While =uch mi i - 
ures as the tonfiacation bill have la-en pusecd 
through lxith Baaata of Coiigrt.— the pmchi- 
mntions of Gen. Butler at New Orleans have 
la-en issued, and they l«>th go lo benr eTi- 
denie of the increased bitterness of the strife. 
The approach of a -ervile war, so much in- 
sisted upon by Mr. Sew ard in his desputi h, 
only forewarns us that another element of 
destruction may Ik- added lo the loss of prop- 
erty and waste of industry, which already 
affficls the country so lately prospemu- BM 
trani|uil.
